‘The state of opinion on Long Island being what it 
is, officials of the Long Island Rail Road like to live, 
work and travel incognito. Last week’s Public Serv- 
ice Commission hearing, however, flushed them out 
into public view—except the president of the line, 
who lives in Philadelphia. They proved to be some- 
what embarrassed by publicity but well prepared 
with alibis, 

They arrived armed with charts (above, left) and 
determined to prove the weatherman was the real 
villain, The forecast on the day of the storm was for 
“occasional snow”; they had no warning they were 
about to get 25.8 inches. Furthermore a grade-cross- 
ing accident (above, second from right) permitted 
the snow to creep up while the tracks were unused. 
The testimony sounded plausible but was greeted 
with shouts of derision by the commuter audience. 

Soon it turned out that the commuters, some of 
whom had spent the entire night of the storm on 


stalled trains without food or water, had a pretty 
good case. Had the Long Island bothered to apply 
for the weather bureau's emergency service, which 
costs only the price of a collect telegram, it would 
have known the night before that there was a strong 
chance for a big storm, Moreover the railroad’s own 
records showed that it had not sent out a single one 
of its patrol cars—designed to brush snow off third 
rails—until the snow was 15 inches deep. (The pa- 
trol car itself got into trouble and did not get back 
until next morning.) 

One of the heroes of the hearings was a rug im- 
porter named Arma Andon, who spends more than 
four hours a day riding the Long Island (below). 
Rising to complain of late schedules, overcrowding 
and broken toilets that went unrepaired for a week 
at a time, Andon brought the house down when he 
shouted, “My train was late last night and the night

He looked hard at the Long Island offi- 
cials but got no takers, 

As a matter of fact the Long Island and its pas- 
sengers have plenty of trouble even when there is no 
snow whatever. The trains leave New York through 
tunnels under the East River, a bottleneck in which 
the slightest mishap can delay everything behind. 
‘There is another bottleneck at the Jamaica transfer 
point through which most trains pass (map). More- 
over the Long Island is unexcelled at having mis- 
haps, some almost beyond belief. Three days after 
the storm, just when things were getting back to 
what the Long Island euphemistically calls normal, 
the operator of a switch confused No. 470 for Port 
Washington with No. 866 for Long Beach. Some 
time later the conductor noted that he was in unfa- 
miliar surroundings and called the offices to report 
that he was lost. By the time he could be directed 
back to the right track, the train was two hours late.

VOLUTION OW THE CAMPUS 


A HIGH-SCHOOL EDUCATION IS A U.S. CIVIC BIRTHRIGHT. 


‘The indiscreet Senator Ashton in the cur- 
rent movie includes education in his presiden- 
tial platform, He would have Uncle Sam send 
every man, woman and child to Harvard. To 
look at the Harvard Yard nowadays you might 
think Ashton had been elected. Like all our col- 
leges and universities, Harvard is overcrowded. 
‘The U.S. campus population is 65% higher than 
at the prewar peak. It includes 1,150,000 vet- 
erans, who are half the total campus enroll- 
ment. Harvard has had to drop some of its 
famous individual tutoring work, and some 
state universities put students into overflow 
rooms where they get lectured at through a 
loudspeaker. Good teachers are scarcer than 
ever. : 

What next? Do we expand or contract? The 
overcrowding will not end when the veterans 
go. Any college could tomorrow replace its vet- 
erans from an impatient waiting list of non- 
veterans. And behind those aspirants is an even 
bigger horde, youths capable of absorbing a 
college education whi dots't apply because they 
can’t afford to. 

‘This is one aspect of a problem for which the 
President’s Commission on Higher Education, 
composed of educators and distinguished lay- 
men, has now proposed a national solution. If 
their report were to become law, Uncle Sam 
would sponsor the greatest educational revo- 
lution since the post-Civil War period. At that 
time a vast proliferation of public high schools 
made secondary education a uniquely Ameri- 
can birthright. Now the commission proposes 
similar democratization of the colleges in the 
terest of our greatest national resource— 
izen brain power. Never have more than 16% 
of our college-age youth been in college at one 
time. By 1960 or so the commission would raise 
this to 40%—4 million college students plus 
600,000 in graduate and professional schools. 
‘That would mean more than a million sheep- 
skins a year! 

“The American people,” the commission 
says, “'should set as their ultimate goal an educa- 
tional system in which at no level—high school, 

graduate school or professional school 
a qualified individual in any part of the 
country encounter an insuperable economic 
barrier to the attainment of the kind of educa- 
tion suited to his aptitudes and interests. 
ly this is a goal worth striving for. How? 


The Means 


The commission proposes three principal

steps: 

ii In public institutions tuition fees would 
be eliminated for freshmen and sophomores 
and reduced to the 1939 level for juniors and 
seniors. Since colleges have raised fees in a los- 
ing attempt to make ends meet, this reversal 
would hurt. 

2) The federal government would give schol- 
arships to be used in state-approved colleges, 
public or private—a sort of permanent civilian 
GI bill. Qualified, needy undergraduates— 
perhaps 800,000 a year by 1960—would get up 
to $800 a year. Graduate students would get 
$1,500 a year through a national competitive 
examination. 

3) The federal government would give sub- 
sidies to public colleges and universities for 
buildings, salaries and current expenses. 
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The combined cost would be about $1 billion 
the first year and would later rise to $2 billion. 
And high cost is not the only objection that 

i ed. Here are others: 1) Are so many 
really educable? 2) Will college standards be 
diluted if the masses pour in? And 3) Will fed- 
eral intrusion menace the independence of ed- 
ucators? 

‘As to 1), Americans are more educable than 
used to be supposed. The World War IT Army 
General Classification Test debunked the de- 
bunkers of the ’20s who said we were a nation 
of 13-year-old brains. According to the com- 
mission, 49% of our 16-year-olds have a men- 
tality that could benefit from two years of col- 
lege. And 32% could benefit from four years. 
Even the percentage fitted for graduate educa- 
tion is bigger than-the restricted group which 
today can afford it. We waste men who might 
become great scientists and scholars. 


A.B.s for Everybody? 


As to whether more and bigger colleges will 
lower educational standards, the answer is 
ily.” The commission has more 
than one kind of college in mind. 

Professor Barrett Wendell, who was more 
generous than Senator Ashton, said years ago 
that every American should be endowed with 
an A.B. degree at birth. The commission's pro- 
gram may seem to tend in that direction. But it 
can really help high-standard colleges to raise, 
not lower, requirements for whatever they 
choose to call their four-year liberal-arts de- 
re cholarships would enable the ad- 
missions officer to cast a wider net and so get 
smarter freshmen. And the less educable types 
who now clutter campuses for business or social 
reasons could go elsewhere, perhaps to junior 
colleges whose numbers the commission would 
multiply 

Some of these junior colleges would be two- 
year liberal-arts institutions which might give, 

. degree (Bachelor of General Ed- 
Mthers might’ stress contemporary 
citizenship, the psychology of fam- 
ily-building. They could also train for the semi- 
sions—laboratory tec the 
iike—which, unlike some professions, are in 
need of recruits. In short the educational cloth 
should be cut to fit the whole range of one mil- 
lion new customers a year as they emerge from 
high school 

‘Almost ai e of two years of full- 
time post-high-school study would be more 
humanizing than instantly to freeze, as so many 
young people now must, id life pattern 
—one hand busy breadwinning, the other writ- 
ing up horse-race handicap forms (or gin rum- 
my scores). More sheepskins, fewer sheep! 

Many tuition-free junior colleges should be 
set up by local communities, whose residents 
could live at home while studying, For most 
students junior college would be the end of full- 
time study. But alongside could also rise a pro- 
gram for adults, offering courses in all the arts 
of a great civilization. 

The commission was keenly aware of the 
great debate among educators as to the pur- 
pose and proper content of schooling. They 
tried earnestly to make a step forward in the 
process of uniting the strong points of each side 
in the debate, a process which Harvard began

two years ago with its famous report, General 
Education in a Free Society. There is, after all, 
more than one kind of high educational stand- 
ard. Expanding to the utmost, we could give our 
standard-makers a stake worth struggling over. 

But why let the federal government in? Well, 
adequate expansion would otherwise be im 
sible. Some states will be unable to carry their 
proportionate burden. The southern states 
make a great relative effort to educate their 
youth, yet in terms of dollars per capita they 
lag. And so they spew relatively untrained peo- 
ple and even illiterates into other states, Pea. 
eral “equalizing” aid alone can protect us from 
our poorest and therefore most backward areas. 
An incidental benefit can be a hastening of the 
day when educational opportunities will be the 
same for all races, colors and creeds, 

The needed money cannot come from stu- 
dents, Fees are already too high. If the college 
chances of a youth from a family with a $7,500 
income today are three in 10, the chance of one 
from a $2,500 family is nearer one in 10. And, 
of course, girls, rural youth and members of 
minority groups are also on the short end of the 
odds. Increased city and state contributions 
can help public institutions. But for any such 
nsion as the commission proposes, federal 

clearly indispensable.

Raising Our Sights 


Federal aid need not turn into federal con- 
trol. The individual states will dominate edu- 
cation, as now. And as standard-bearers of eda- 
cational freedom, there would still be our pri 
vate colleges. Although accepting U.S. schol- 
arship-holders and their money, they would 
as the commission plans it, have to forego di- 
rect federal subsidies. They would continue to 
rely on private donations. Right now they are 
campaigning for about $2 billion, which ‘they 
richly « leserve. If Uncle Sam decides to be open- 
handed with public institutions, he should also 
in fairness and sense so contrive tax policies as 
to encourage private support of private col- 
leges. Thus they could remain as hitherto our 
educational pioneers, stressing high-quality 
teaching and freedom to experiment. 

Is this revolution financially practical? We 
have many burdens, including inflation, an ex- 
pensive foreign policy and the needs of public 
elementary and high schools for federal aid. So 
Congress may not act on the commission’s re- 
port soon. Yet if the report forces us to raise 
our educational sights, it will do much, Educa- 
tion alone cannot heal the world’s wounds. But 
it can help. A basic principle of American de- 
mocracy is the more education, the better. We 
cannot indefinitely afford not to have it.

Food strikes warn western German leaders of critical problems to come 


The presidents of the eight western German states 
which make up the combined Anglo-American oc- 
cupation zones met in Frankfurt this month to com- 
plete plans for a new, limited “Bizonian” govern- 
ment—to be run by Germans and for Germans. 
U.S. Military Governor General Lucius D. Clay 
(above) and his British counterpart, General Sir 
Brian Robertson, had proposed the Bizonia Ger- 
man federation after the collapse of the London four- 
power conference (Lire, Dec. 29). It was decided the 
hew government would assume power on April 1. 
Last week, while the eight minister-presidents

Most important of all, they may be able 
to stabilize the production of steel and coal in the 
Ruhr, a key element in future European recovery.

“THE DOCTORS” SPEAK 


Baruch, Hoover and Dulles offer their prescriptions 
for Europe’s ills in hearings on the Marshall Plan 


It was like a bedside consultation of America’s senior doctors. The diagnosis 
was clear: Western Europe’s economic strength was ebbing, and it was generally 
agreed that something must be done before the sickness spread. Furthermore 
the Communists were eagerly waiting to make capital out of Western Europe’s 
ills. “Doctor” George Marshall had made his prescription for the control of the 
epider $6.8 billion from the U.S. in the next 15 months, more later, to help 
the nations get their health back. The hearings of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee had produced a bagful of advice from other “doctors.” Of it all, three 
prescriptions stood out last week. They were: 


“DR” B ARUCH a> The US. should first prepare itself for along, hard 
2 siege by launching an all-out "peace offensive.” In 
plain words this meant: 1) Get to work. 2) Urge the 16 nations to form an eco- 
nomic unit, promising this unit we would go to war to prevent aggression if nec- 
essary. 3) Plan, for the next ars, to buy all the nonperishable materials in 
the world that cannot find a market elsewhere, thus aiding production through- 
out the world. 4) Postpone tax reduction for two years and restore 50% of the 
wartime excess profits tax. 5) "'Stabilize”” wages and keep rent control. 6) Lower 
farm prices and promise farmers that level as a “floor” for at least three years.

100 YEARS AFTER THE GREAT DISCOVERY

him on the wild banks of California's American River, on a site 

near the present town of Coloma, were the green timbers of a saw- 
mill which he was building for a man named John Sutter, a wealthy 
Swiss trader and landowner. While Sutter still dozed in his fort and 
trading post at Sacramento, a day's journey on horseback to the west, 
Marshall went down to the riverbank to inspect the unfinished tail- 
race of his mill, It was a dry cut, 50 rods in length, filled with rocks 
still only partially blasted out. During the night Marshall had diverted 
water into it to carry away the earth and powdered stone. Now the 
water had been turned out again, leaving only shallow pools in the 
cut. Marshall looked into one of these pools and saw a yellow speck 
which caught the early morning sun. He bent over to pick it up, and 
as he did so he saw another yellow flake and then another. In a little 
while he had a half ounce of dust which he put in the crown of his 
white woolen hat. Then he went about his business, seeming to his 
rile waiciamenifa lie uo mnollen or amore temperamental flanifitori 
narily was. But at nightfall Marshall suddenly turned to the others 
and said, “Boys, I think I’ve found a gold mine.” They laughed at him. 

Next day, when the tailrace was emptied once more, Marshall looked 
anxiously among the pools. This time there was no doubt. The tor- 
rent of water had swept away the light earth and rock powder, leav- 
ing a litter of heavy yellow grains on the bottom. Marshall scooped 
upa full three ounces of it, hefted it in his hands, ground it between 
his teeth, hammered it flat between two stones. Soon he was on his 
horse with a heavy pouch in his pocket, riding alone down the Sierra 
foothills in a driving rain toward Sutter's fort. When he got there, 
wild-eyed and spattered with red mud, he shoved Sutter into his bed- 
room, called for bowls of water and apothecaries’ scales, and locked 
the door. Together the men feverishly tried the metal, using every test 
Sutter could remember. It was 23-carat gold. 

For a time Sutter tried to keep the discovery secret. It was no use. 
Word leaked out slowly at first, then in a wild stream. All over Cal 
fornia men dropped their tools, left their farms and trading posts, 


jim Wirson MArsHate arose at sunup on Jan. 24, 1848. Around

deserted ships in the harbors and stampeded toward Sutter's mill. A 
few skeptics, chiefly Spanish and Mexican landowners who bitter! 
resent the American conquest of California, tried to hold them bacl 
by saying that the gold talk was only a Yankee trick. That, too, was 
no use. The word spread back east, overland or by the long route 
around Cape Horn, and by spring of the next year thousands of emi- 

rants who called themselves forty-niners were headed west. The Gold 
lush was on. In the next 10 years more than 365,000 people reached 
California or died trying to get there, singing to the tune of Oh, Su- 
sanna! new words which went, “I’m bound for Sacramento with my 
washbowl on my knee.” Some of the forty-niners actually used wash- 
bowls to pan the gold dust out of the river beds. Others tore at the 

ravel with their bare hands or with knives or shovels, sold to them 

y Trader Sutter, who was always glad to oblige. Some struck it rich 
and others failed, but only a handful ever went home again. They 
stayed in California and made a thriving territory and then a state 
out of a remote area which might otherwise have remained empty for 
many years. 

In the century since Marshall’s discovery, more than $234 billion 
in gold has been taken out of California. Most of the old claims have 
long since been worked out although dredges and deep mines are still 
in operation. A few wistful oldtimers still comb the hills, searching 
for a new rich lode to rouse the sleepy Sierra again, and the whole 
length of the gold country, as shown on the following 11 pages of color 
photographs, is filled with the scars and landmarks left by the forty- 
niners. A stone monument on the bank of the American River marks 
the site of Sutter’s mill, and a hundred cities and towns—some 
of them deserted and quietly decaying in the woods—mark the loca- 
tions of the miners’ camps. But James Marshall himself, the man 
who bent over to pick up something bright that caught his eye in the 
tailrace, left nothing behind him. He was elbowed aside in the rush 
of gold-seekers and never made a fortune from his discovery. He 
wandered aimlessly around the gold fields for many years and finally 
died, penniless and all alone in a shack not far from Sutter’s mill.

MORE ABOUT TRAVEN 


Novelist may have worked on movie in disguise 


B. Traven, author of The Treasure of the Sierra Madre, is the mystery 
man of modern letters (Lire, March 10, 1947). His novels, though never 
popular in the U.S., have been best-sellers nearly everywhere else, but no 
one knows Traven except his translator, Esperanza Mateos, who will 
veal nothing about him except that he is about 47, U.S.-born and lives 
as a recluse in Mexico. Now Time's Hollywood correspondent, Dwight 
Whitney, thinks Traven has been smoked out. Here is Whitney's story: 

When Warner Bros. suggested by mail to B. Traven that the company 
might like to buy the screen rights to his novel, Traven was agreeable 
about price but shied away from signing any agreement, Finally a con- 
tract had to be sent to ico City where Traven materialized, sij 
and vanished without being seen by anyone who had ever heard of him. 

In 1946 Director John Huston began writing to Traven about the 
movie. Long letters (sometimes 20 pages) came in reply. Traven made 
many intelligent suggestions about lighting and stage direction and 
crafty tricks to hold an audience’s interest. Huston was so fascinated 
that he wrote to ask Traven for an interview. The author made no prom- 
ises but urged Huston to come to Mexico City. After waiting there for 
several days in the Hotel Reforma with no word, Huston was handed a 
calling card inscribed, “Hal Croves, Translator, Acapulco.” 

Croves turned out to bea tiny, thin man with gray hair. He was dressed 
in khaki and brought a letter from Traven which explained that 
he, Traven, would be unable to meet Huston but that Croves knew 
Traven’s work “better than I do.” Huston talked to Croves for several 
days. The translator’s manner was hesitant and he would tell almost 
nothing about Traven. Croves made no worth-while suggestions about 
filming Treasure but, even so, Huston decided to hire him as a tech- 
nical adviser for location scenes, which were to be shot in Mexico. 

When Huston returned three months later with the Treasure com- 
pany, Croves reappeared. During the following weeks he refused to be 
photographed but had his picture taken unawares (above). The rumor 
started that he was Traven. He denied it and pointed out that he re- 
ceived only $150 a week while Traven would certainly be worth $2,000. 
He became angry when Traven was referred to as “Bruno,” which some 
think is his first name (nobody really knows). His suggestions for 
movie grew more ludicrous each day (he once suggested repl: 
Walter Huston with Lewis Stone). Yet Huston was certain that Croves 
really was Traven. His reasoning ran something like thi 

Traven is a proud man who has retired from active participation in 
human affairs. In contact with people he disintegrates and becomes 
ridiculous. Knowing this, his desire to keep the name of Traven free 
from scorn leads him to disguise himself as somebody else. 

While Croves accompanied the Treasure company in Mexico, Hus- 
ton received no letters from Traven. When Croves departed the letters 
resumed. Curiously enough, they came from Croves as well as Traven. 
‘The two men’s letters were written on different paper and by different 
typewriters but they were clearly the work of one man. The fumbling 
Croves suddenly acquired the gift of expression. His syntax, style and 
content were indistinguishable from Traven’s. 

Tak- 
ing the one photograph reliably thought to be of Traven (above), I ap- 
proached Humphrey Bogart cold on Stage 17 at Warners’ and asked 
himif he recognized this man. Bogart put on his spectacles and examined 
it. “Sure, pal,” he said. “I'd know him anywhere. I worked with him 
for 10 weeks in Mexico. He just looks a little younger, that’s all... .””

Throughout most of Christian history the Devil was real and personal and never far 
from the minds of men. But during the last several centuries he has retreated into 
the realm of myth. Today to most people he is only a joke. Recently, however, sever- 
al perceptive philosophers have seen him roaming the world and have identified him 
as the same old Prince of Evil. Among them are Reinhold Niebuhr, C.S. Lewis and 
Denis de Rougemont, whose comments are quoted on the following pages. On New 
Year’s Eve, a favorite occasion with the Devil, he visited a New York nightclub. There 
his conversation was overheard by Whittaker Chambers, one of the editors of TIME.

Lewis, an Oxford don and 
member of the Church of Eng- 
land, is the author of 12 books 
dealing with the problem of 
faith in the modern world, 
of which The Screwtape Let- 
ters is the best-selling. The let- 
ters are written by his Abys- 
mal Sublimity, Screwtape, an 
Undersecretary of Hell, to his 
nephew Wormwood. They brief 
the bumptious young demon in the tactics of seducing a modern 
worldling. Sample: “My dear Wormwood, I am very pleased by 
what you tell me about this man’s relations with his mother. . . . 
Keep in close touch with our colleague Glubose who is in 
charge of the mother, and build up between you in that house a 
good settled habit of mutual annoyance; daily pinpricks. .. .

“Nor should we overlook,” the Devil went on, “the researches 
of lay scholarship which have discerned behind my apparent unity 
that Hellish multiplicity which explains why one of my names is 
Legion. The ages of sweeping statistics on 
Hell.

It is a fact that modern man experi- 
ences less difficulty in lending faith to the lies of the day than 
to the eternal truths transmitted by holy books... . Satan . .. 
chooses to don a grotesque appearance which has the sure effec 
of making him inoffensive in the eyes of educated people. . . . 
And so the Devil has them precisely where he wants the 

He vanishes in his success and his triumph is his incognito.”

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of our effectives is one of the most jealously guarded secrets in

Few Americans have more 
painstakingly followed the 
Devil’s traces than Reinhold 
Niebuhr of Manhattan’s Un- 
ion Theological Seminary. An 
Evangelical minister, Dr. Nie- 
buhr is the leader of the move- 
ment which advocates a return 
to traditionalism in Protestant 
the find- 
logy, in which he 
considers himself a conserva- 
tive, to politics, in which he 
considers himself a liberal. In 
an age of cheerful optimism he 
isa determined pessimis 
ever man does, however high his motives, Niebuhr says in his 
Nature and Destiny of Man, always contains an element of self— 
sin. Niebuhr’s preoccupation with evil at a student conference at 
Swanwick, England, moved the late William Temple, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, to indite a limerick: 


REINHOLD NIEBUHR 


At Swanwick, when Niebuhr had quit it, 

Said a young man: “At last I have hit it. 
Since I cannot do right, 

I must find out tonight 

‘The best sin to commit—and commit it.” 


“Anxiety,” Niebuhr writes, “is the internal precondition of sin.”: 
Man's anxiety is the result of a paradox: his freedom of will in a 
finite body tied to a finite world. When man misinterprets this 
i . Sin is suggested to man by a force of evil 
‘who fell because he sought to lift himself above 
measure and who in turn insinuates temptation into human life.”

Per- 
sonally, as I glance around this room, I have never felt my chances 
to be so good.
